ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

Tue Benefits are now coming on, and the doors of this Theatre will 
be very shortly closed for the season; indeed Tuesday next is named for 
the “last words.” On Friday, the 27th inst., a new style of entertain- 
ments will be commenced by a strong dramatic company—viz. the pro- 
ductions of a society of dramatists whose writings are not recognized by 
managers, that is to say authors who fail in getting their pieces represented 
at the larger houses. The performers include among their list—Mrs. 
Warner, Miss Fortescue, Miss Maywood, Phelps, Maywood, and other 
popular actors and actresses. The prices of admission will be, to the 
boxes. 4s. to the pit 2s. and to the gallery 1s. The opening pieces will 
be a Drama, in three acts, taken from the published Tragedy of The 
Hungarian Daughter, (about which there was some fuss made a short 
time since by its author Mr. George Stephens,) and a Farce to be called 
The Cloak and the Bonnet, by the author of “Peter Simple.” The 
design is a bold one, and now there only remains to be seen whether the 
rejected of the managers will find favor in the eyes of the public. 

The entertainments at this Theatre, this evening, are for the Benefit 
of Mr. Robson, and consist of Fob Roy, The Lady and Gentleman, 
and The Scape Goat. 

Vicror1a.—On Monday night a new Musical Drama, in two acts, 
translated from the French, was presented, for the first time in London, 
under the title of The Wooden Shoe Maker and his Wife, or the Pool 
of the Drowned. It must not be supposed that Peter Marcel is a block, 
as the title would seem to imply—he is merely a manufacturer of wooden 
shoes, and not a timber dummy. This workman has a wife named 
Madeline, who resembles in features and person the Countess of Auvergne 
so strongly that the two can scarcely be distinguished. The latter lady 
issues a proclamation forbidden any person going to the river where she 
intends bathing, between the hours of two and four. Charles de Guise, 
a rakish chevalier, in love with Marguerite de la Tour, has been disgraced 
by the Countess, who gives him a bracelet, and tells him to quit the 
castle, and not to return until he has resolved to mend his libertine ways, 
when he has effected this resolution, he is to return the bracelet in token 
of repentance. The Chevalier is recommended by the Count de Quecy 
an intriguing minister to send back the bracelet immediately, and De Guie 
agreeing, Madeline is selected as the bearer. The latter hastens to the 
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pool, and discovers the Countess drowning—she (Madeline,) clasps the 
bracelet on her arm, and jumps into the water, Her cries bring Peter 
to the spot, and the shoe-maker’s wife is saved—not so the Countess, who 
meets a watery grave. ‘The extraordinary resemblance which Madeline 
bears to the dead Countess, is used by the scheming Count to work his 
own ends, and after a series of amusing scenes, in which Madeline holds 
court, she quits her assumed rank, and returns to herhusband. The Che- 
valier marries Marguerite, and all ends happily. These improbable events 
are well worked out by Miss Vincent, Gardner, Williams, and others. 
A characteristic wooden shoe dance, between the former two, was raptur- 
ously encored. The first scene of the Drama is beautifully painted, and 
the piece will, no doubt, become a favorite. The popular Nautical Drama 
of The Pilot has been well produced, and Saville is a great favorite as 
Long Tom Coffin—The house continues to be crowded.
